here a few years ago to plead for 
'unds with which to repair the damage 
vrought In his diocese by a dcvastat- 
ng cyclone. "Your presence here to- 
night," ho eaid, "gives me the longed 
!or opportunity to thank you for your 
generosity which enabled me to do 
so much good." lie then exhorted them 
to take a practical interest In the great

which 6,000 arc Catholic. You can see 
from these flgirris that the field 
for 


missionary labor is very largo while 
ho laborers are few. H is a great 
struggle 
to 
provide churches and 


schools especially for the colored peo- 
j!c and to instruct them In tho Catho- 
.Ic faith. Priests nrc. 
badly needed 


and money to build 
churches. The 


..riests must contend with many diffi- 
culties to the region such as the sec- 
Llonal differences arising from the dif- 
ferent strata of the population. A'motiK 
Lhc lower classes wo have tho colored 
people who arc descended from slaves, 
the Creoles who never were slaves and 
are very Independent, and tho whites. 
These elements have their differences 
and the animosity aroused and con- 
stantly engendered makes our work 
difficult. And yet we arc having great 
success, considering our many obsla- 
clcs. In my diocese last year there 
were SS5 converts. Undoubtedly 
the 


number will be far greater annually 
rhen the work 
of 
the 
missions 


branches out more. 


'Considering these things, my dear 


people, you must look upon yourselves 
as partly .bound to further Ihc good 
work. 
The. Catholic missions must

lics. He told entertainingly of 
one 


missionary journey which three priests 
made along the banks of 
the 
Rio 


Grande gathering- together bands o: 
Catholics, many of whom, though ad- 
hering to tho faith handed- down -to 
them had never seen a priest and hac 
nol been baptized. 
In one place over 


400 gathered on tho river bank and 
young and old were baptized. After 
the mission, as is usual, a 
collection 


was taken up, and the contributions 
of the 400 amounted to 54.50. This was 
all the poor people could afford, for 
their earthly possessions in most cases 
consist of their miserable homes ant 
tlietr crops. Money they have none. 


The eloquent priest also told tho

fine churches and priests In abundance. 
While enjoying tho benefits of religion

convention o! the Protestant Episcopal 
church postponed yesterday for three 
cars action on the question of giving 
the negroes of the south 'A- bishop to 
represent them directly in the house 
of bishops. 


Majority and minority reports from 


the committee on racial episcopate of 
the house of deputies, approving and 
opposing the proposal, came before the 
convention. Neither report was adopt- 
ed, the entire problem was referred, on 
a voice vote, to a joint commission of 
deputies and bishops, which will re- 
port to the next general convention In 
J916. 


The commission will consist of five 


bishops, five presbyters and fivo lay- 
men. 


Tha decjslon to defer voting In the 


matter 
was 
reached 
after 
several 


hours of debate participated in by del- 
egates from many states of both north 
and south. 
Tho southern 
delegates 


were divided as 
to 
thj 
wisdom of 


crc-atinc a separate' territorial mis- 
sionary district for negroes, although 
all who spoke professed tho kindliest 
feeling toward the black race. 


Those who opposed the plan held It 


would mean ultimately the- establish- 
ment of a colored Episcopal church en. 
tlrely apart from the pres-int church; 
they declared the southern negroes 
were not sufficiently developed-to as- 
suma church responsibilities for them- 
selves but were still In need of the 
influence of white men in their re- 
ligious affairs. 


Supporters of the plan declared 
a 


merger of white and colored congre- 
gations in the south to be Impossible, 
and that hence It was'better to give 
the negroes a 
church 
of their own 


than for them to have none at all. Tho 
lamentable 
conditions among many 


southern negroes were pointed out. Tt 
was asserted that 
the -church 
had 


failed to alleviate these conditions and 
that the church should experiment 
with a negro bishop. 


The pension 
plan 
proposed by the 


house of deputies for the care of aged 
clergy was approved by the house of 
bishops. There wns some objection to 
some of Its features, but It was stated 
that If the plan works unsatisfactorily 
It will be remedied at the next trien- 
nial convention. 


Tho pensions are fixed at 1600 mini- 


mum and $2000 maximum, graduated 
according to clergymen's salaries dUr- 
Ing active pastoral labors.

The following article appeared as an 
editorial in The Sun of December 22, 
1303, under the caption "Protect the 
Savings Deposits":—

"The -laws of this commonwealth 


governing savings banks are siicli 
as to command the admiration not 
only of the people of Massachu- 
setts, but of every other state In 
the Union. The. safeguards which 
are thus thrown about depositors 
serve 
to 
protect 
them 
against 


every form 
of speculation 
and 


very largely against defalcation 
and fraud. The directors of Mas- 
sachusetts savings banks arc . not 
psrmitted to Invest Ihe funds of 
depositors In any securities except 
such as are approved by the sav- 
ings bank 
commissioners. 
They 


are prohibited from loaning more 
than a limited proportion of the 
funds in their custody, and are re- 
quired at all times to have a safe 
cash margin available in the form 
of ready money or in such prime 
securities as can be converted Into 
cash at short 
notice. The main 


purpose of the. law is to remove 
our savings bank funds as far as 
possible from the dangers of spec- 
ulation. As a result ol these wise 
provisions, losses by depositors in 
the savings banks nf this common- 
wealth are hardly ever heard of. 
The rate o( interest paid to depos- 
itors Is -of secondary importance 
Safety Is the first and most serious 
consideration in the handling Of 
savings bank funds. It Is entirely 
due to this wise policy that our 
savings banks have weathered the 
financial storms of a generation.

for authority to Increase freight rates. 
Mr, Prouty toH the 
lailroad 
execu- 


tives that tho commotion's object In 
asking thc-m to testify was to learn 
what assurance couM be given 
the 


puolic that the money would lie spent 
to the best advantage. 


Mr. Elliott told tlis commission that 


the New Haven roa>l controlled 
the 


Boston & Maine and was vitally Inter- 
ested in the road's s«cc?f?. 
The Bos 


ton & Maine, he said, must meet obll 
gations of 527,000.003 within the neM 
si* months or go into the hands of a 


receiver. 
He added if tha Boston & 


Maine- failed and had to bo reorganized 
the New Jlavcn's Investment in the 
road would be entirely lost. 


The New Haven road, ho said, was 


having an examination of the Boston it 
Maine property made- by Samuel N. 
Felton, the receiver for the Pere Mr.r- 
quette railroad, with a view to determ- 
ining whether more money could 
be 


raised on it through banking Inter- 
ests. 
A report from Mr. Felton Is 


expected within 30 days. 
He said 


that the New Haven road was inter- 
ested In seeing that if the Boston ,t 
Mainc obtained more money u would 
be spent prudently and efficiently as 
possible. 
Additional money will be 


spent first on maintenance.

ever money should be secured, he said 
it was to tha interest of all the officer;

It wns intend- 


ed to U-ave the relations of man to 
man to be settled mainly by the sev- 
eral states each for itself. Beside?, a 
nation-wlda prohibitory law could not 
be enforced In the larc^ cities. 


"It, would provoke breaches of the 


laTc as unfortunate as they are in- 
evitable." 


The national council held hut a short 


session this morning. At the meeting 


of the Home Missionary society most 
of the speakers dwelt on the spectacle 
of the church drifting away from the 
common people and catering to the 
rich.

been the lack of adaptability," said Dr. 


Maurer. "Many a minister who is try 
Ing vainly to breathe the breath, of nov- 
elty into the mid-week prayer meet- 
ing- tor the benefit of a handful of gos- 
pel surfeited elders, would do better 
to hold an. early service Sunday morn- 
ing for the benefit of-men and women 
who work six days in the week nnd 
whoso only chance for a breath of 
country air is on Sunday. 
Many a 


business man would gladly give up 30 
minutes of bis lunch hour to sit in a 
cbureh all by himself for a little time 
of thought and prayer if he could set 
in without using a iimmy." 


A similar appeal was made by Lewis 


T. Kced of Flat bush Congregational 
church, Brooklyn, N. Y. 


Rev. E. B. Robinson, pastor of Gracft 


church, Holyoke, Mass., advocated the 
merging of churches in places where 
some are non-supporting.

strict legitimate business of a railroad 
company, and gathered to itself street 
railways, electric light, water-power 
companies and steamboat lines at an 
enormous cost. 


''Therefore, It must bG apparent to 


everyone that it would be far better 
for thc.oc western trolley lines, as well 
as for the people of the sfate at large, 
to receive help from the state and be 
under the control of the state until 
these trolleys are made self-support- 
ing, than to remain a part of a great 
monopol;,- which the state cannot rec- 
ognize until it complies In the fullest 
measure with the state laws. 


"There is another way in which the 


state can Immediately assist the coun- 
try towns and aid in solving the means 
of transportation. I refer to the con- 
struction of slate highways. 
Splendid 


work has already been done by Iho 
state along those lines, but we should 
at once so further and provide every 
rural community, not provided at tho 
present time with transportation 
by 


either steam or electric railway, with 
good roads joining the main highways 
which will bring them Into easy and 
favorable 
communication • with 
tho 


markets of the state. The cost will 
more than pay for itself in the added 
prosperity of these towns.'

The following article appeared as an 
editorial in The Sun of December 22, 
1303, under the caption "Protect the 
Savings Deposits": — 


"The laws o£ this commonwealth 


governing savings banks are such 
as to command the admiration not 
only of the people of Massachu- 
setts, but of every other state In 
the Union. The safeguards which 
arc thus thrown about depositors 
serve 
to 
protect them against 


every 
form of speculation 
and 


very largely 
against defalcation 


and fraud. The di'reelors ot Mas- 
sachusetts savings banks are not 
permitted to invest ihe funds of 
depositors in any sacuritics except 
such as arc approved by the sav- 
ings bank 
commissioners. 
They 


are prohibited from loaning more 
than a limited proportion of the 
funds in their custody, and are re- 
quired at all times to have a safe 
cash margin available in the form 
of ready money or in such prime 
securities as can lie converted into 
cash at short 
notice. Tha main 


purpose of the law is to remove 
our savings bank funds as far as 
possible from the dangers of spec- 
ulation. As a result of these wise 
provisions, losses by depositors in 
the savings banks of this common- 
wealth are hardly ever heard of. 
The rate of interest paid to depos- 
itors is of secondary Importance. 
Safety Is the first and most serious 
consideration in .the handling of 
savings bank funds. It is entirely 
due to this wise policy that our 
savings banks have weathered the ' 
financial storms of a generation.

It was intend- 
ed to leave the relations ot man to 
man to be settled mainly by tho sev- 
eral sthtes each for itself. Beside*, a 
nation-wide prohibitory law could not 
be enforced in the largo c!t!f$. 


"It would provoke breac'ivs of the 


law as unfortunate as th-:-y are In- 
evitable.^ 


The national council held out a short

Notifies Employes of Labor of 
Intention to Investigate 


FLINT. Mich., Oct. 23.—Notice 
was 


served on employers of labor last night 
by Sscretap- Rcdiield, of the depart, 
ment'of commerce, that ^he had not 
abandoned his intention to investigate 
reductions of wages, made under the 
plea that the new tariff compelled re- 
trenchment. The secretary voiced his 
warning in an address .to the Flint 
board of commerce. 


"When it was suggested some mouths 


ago," he said, "that the inquiry pow- 
ers ot the department might, under 
certain conditions, be used to learn 
whether conditions in any general in- 
dustry were such as to justify a re- 
duction of wages when alleged to be 
made because of tariff changes. Ihere 
appeared 'very general comments on 
the alleged action, which comments 
were chiefly remarkable foi 
1 their vig- 


or in dealing with an assumed state of 
facts that ilid not exist. An attitude of 
courteous candor, which was not for 
a moment misunderstood by tho gen- 
tlemen who 
were , directly 'concerned, 


was so altered in the telling of It as 
lo put the- department in the position 
of menacing individuals and establish- 
ments with hostile intrusion, if excuse 
could be found for so doing. 


"When the direful results 
which

printed in Washington and will not 
be ready until next Wednesday or 
Thursday. 
For every book presented 


after that date, a formal receipt will 
be given. 


Various stories are in circulation 


relative to the effect Ihe news of the 
failure had upon various depositors. 
It is alleged that one woman who had 
money in the bank was taken ill on 
hearing the news HIM! died yesterday 
as a result. 
The woman lived but a 


stone's throw from the bank. 


Yesterday morning, a man of 
evi- 


dent foreign birth stood at the corner 
of Post office avenue and Middlesex 
street nnd stared at the heavy iron 
Bales which barred the entrance to the 
Traders National bank. The expres-' 
sion upon his face, made evident his 
feeling of despair, and at the same 
ttme he appeared dazed and bewilder- 
ed, 
lie .walked slowly, 
head low-' 


ered, to the side door of the bank In 
Postoftlce avenue, and there stood for 
a time, gazing despondently at the 
sign declaring the bank closed. A Sun 
reporter who had been watching him 
with interest, approached and Inquired 
if he had any money In the bank. 
"A 


thousand dollars," was the man's re- 
ply. 


"Well, cheer up, most likely you 


wilt get It back," said another by- 
stander bj- way of encouragement 


The man looked at the speaker, and 


his face lighted up with eagerness. 
But only for a moment, for.he replied: 
"Maybe I lose it all."
